‘Tus Customs Returns of trade at the 
ports, for the quarter ending with 
September Inst, were issued a fow 
days ago. They exhibit » cousiderable 
falling off in the imports to this, and in 
our re-exports to Chineso ports of the 
principal articles of foreigu manufuc- 
ture. As compared with the same 
quarter of last year there is a diminu- 
tion in the imports of the followin 
Groy shirtings, 730,000 pieces; white 
shirtings, 310,000 pieces; -‘T-clothe, 
170,000 pieces; Euglish drills, 160,000 
pieces; ‘Turkey Reds, 44,000 pieces ; 
handkerchiefs, 64,000 dozens; yarn, 
900 picula; cnmlets, 23,000 pieces ; 
lustings, 16,000 pieces ; Orlenus, aud 
lustres, 35,000 pieces. ‘The follows 
ing ave incrensed: — Dyed shi 
ings, 14,000 pieves; American drills, 
26,000 pieces ; Amerionn jeans, 13,000

Tu 
the table showing the re-exports to 
Chinese ports the,only article of cotton 
manufactare which shows an increase 
is English shootings, which are 4,000 
pieces more than they were in the came 
quarter of 1881. To mention a fow 
of the chief articles which have beon 
xe-exported in lessor quantities, groy 
shirtings aro 170,000, T-cloths 103,000, 
English drills 77,000 picces short of 
Jast yoar’s quarter, And to make things 
worse, foreign countries, which really 
means Japan, havo taken 126,000 pieces 
of grey shirtings loss than in the same 
time twelve months ago. They have 
also taken fower T-cloths, English 
drills and Turkey Reds, while the only 
important increase has been in white 
shirtings and muclins. The shrinkage 
in trade with the ports which are sup- 
plied from this has beon_at Hankow 
and Ticntsin, Newohwang, Chinkiang, 
and Chefoo show increased returas in 
the principal manufactured goods ; ox. 
cept T-cloths at tho last named port, 
Hankow has taken abont 200,000 pieces 
of grey shirtings less than tho average 
quarterly import, which is no doubt 
chiefly referable to tho inundations 
in the country above the port. Tho 
import of drilis, T-cloths and shostings 
into Hankow has fallen off in about 
tho samo proportion as that of shirtings, 
Tho Tiontsin market bas taken fowor 
shirtings, and thero is a notable falling 
off in tho imports of English drills 
and jeans, namely, 84,000 pieces of 
the former and 10,000 of the latter. 
Onur import of camlets, lastings, and 
Jong ells, bas been judiciously restricted, 
Compared with the samo period of last 
yoar camlets are short 16,000, lastings 
5,000, and long ells 8,000 pieces. The 
quantities of these goods sent to Han. 
Kow fall considerably short of that of 
last year’s samo quarter, viz., camlets 
9,700, lastings 2,700, and longells 2,300 
pieces, Iu Motals there is au increase 
in tho re-export of unil-rod aud bar 
iron, bat all other kinds show a falling 
off, During the quarter 23,000 piculs 
of lend and 8,000 piculs ‘of nailrod 
and bar iron were imported in excess 
of the quantities at the same time in 
1881. Among the articles which are 
classed as Foreign sundries the largo im- 
port of Kerosene oil is especially notice- 
able. It amounted to 3,089,180 gallon, 
or within 900,000 gallons of the whole 
import at this port daring the year 
1881, The effect of these large arrivals 
was to bring down the price here con- 
siderably, and that bas resulted in a 
great increase in consumption, which 
will probably be checked by the recent 
advance in price. ‘This increaso in 
deliveries is shown by the re-exports, 
and tho.quantity taken away under 
transit passes. By the former mode 
of export 1,252,796 gallons, or two and 
a half times the export during the same 
poriod last year, which, again, was moro 
than twice the amouut in the eame 








but there was a falling off in tho 
amount sent to Japan, In Needles, 
Rattaus, Sandalwood, Sapanwood, and 
Pepper, all regarded as atticles of 
minor importance in our trade, thero 
has been a considerable decrease in 
the import, and, with the exception of 
needles and eapanwood, in the re-exports 
of them to other ports. All descriptions 
of Indian opium have been imported 
and re-exported in less quautities. The 
import of Malwa was ome.1,700 chests 
short, Patna 500 chests, Benares 600 ; 
Persiau on the other hand had risen from 
238 to 287 picals; but native opium, 
of the increasing use of which we hear 
so much, fell from 702 to 357 piculs of 
import, and from 84 to 22 piculs in 
re-export. Iu goods which aro classi- 
fied as native sundries we find a falling 
off in the import of beancake from 
147,222 piculs to 51,867; the re.ex- 
ports of this article have declined from 
90,000 to 50,000 piculs, and a heavy 
falling off in theexportfrom Nowch wang 
is to be noted. The quantity of native 
coal imported here has risen to 165,000 
piculs, at samo time last year it was 
106,000, whilo the import of foreign 
coal, 58,000 tons, is the largest in any 

imilar quarter in the last threo years. 
In sugar we notice a very considerable 


augmentation in the import of white;| & 


which would appear to indicate that it 
is gradually taking the place of the 
brown kind in native markets; as was 
perceived last year. Upon tho whole 
a study of those Returus and a com. 
parison of them with those of the two 
previous oues for this year mako it 
certain that commerce in the north 
and contre of China lias latterly been 
impeded by unfavourable circumstances, 
The total volame of trade in imports 
here for the whole nine months of this 
year docs notcompare very unfavourably 
with that of the first nine months of 
1881. But since July business at all the 
ports with which wo are connected has 
been decreasing. ‘This has been caused 
by uncertainty about the crops; and by 
disturbancesia the local money markets, 
produced in some important places by 
official acts but gouerally resulting 
from an insufficient supply of capital 
among the Chinese. It is uulikely 
that the current year will see any 
change for the better in the interior 
trade of China.

Letters which arrived 
on Sunday, however, report a serious re- 
lapse the ‘next day. The phlegm rose 
suddenly in the Viceroy’s throat, and he 
was like to die of suffocation. His Ex- 
cellency’s condition is said to be most 
precarious. ‘Two secretariesfrom the yamén 
of Hu Tao-t/ai have been sent for in haste. 

In spite of the very critical condition 
of Tso ‘'sung-t‘ang, His Excellency’s bitth- 
day was handsomely celebrated on the 
T7th inst, at Nanking. Four thousand 
waded garments were distributed among 
the poor, and soveral hundred tables 

read for the Is who thronged to 
offer congratulations nd make enquiries 
at the Vicerogal yamén. The Viceroy at 
first urgently req 1d that on account of 
his sickness no festivities should be held ; 
Dut this idea was scouted by his friends, 
and he had to comply with their wishes, 
It is said that the report of his death 
originated from theso facts, 

Wo hear from Nanking—but give the 
nows with the fullest caution ai 
—that the Tao-ai met with  particulaely 
cold reception at the Viceroy’s hands. The 
Viceroy is said to have expressed very 
serious disapprobation at the Tao-t‘ai’s 
interforonce with the electric light, and to 
have commanded him at once to rescind 
the order ; also, to have issued a warrant 
for the release of the shroff now in custody, 
His Excellency is further credited with 
having spoken in very cordial terms of 
foreigners, and even to have uttered a wi 
that they would come and take possession 
of the settlement marked out for them at 
Nanking, where, he says, he would be 
very glad to give them every facility for 
carrying on business, ineluding a Custom- 
house. We must add that we have strong 
reasons, which we aro not at liberty to 
publish, for doubting the above statement 
respecting the electric light. 

1 the 27th of the 9th moon an official 
ocument from the Tsung-li Yamén, with 
extra precautions against its being opened, 
was delivered to the Yamén of the Pro- 
vineial Governor of Kiaugsu at Soochow.

We have seen the plans which have been 
prepared for the new Roman Catholic 
College on the Hongkew side. Its site is 
close to the present Eurasian school, aud 
it will, we believe, be under the care of 
ev. Father Desjacques, 8. J., curd of 
the Church of the Sacred Heart. 

About 12.30 p.m. on Thursday a very 
alarming disturbance took place amougst 
the workmen employed in the new build- 
ing opposite this office. It appears that 
five or six carpenters were tab i 
tiffin on the ground floor whi 
painters were engaged in thei 
upstairs. Some drops of paint fell on 
the men below and excited their anger. 
‘They came up to the painters, 
angry words ensued, which were quickly 
followed by blows. ‘In default of better 
weapons some rough pieces of timber were 
seized ; the fight became d.sperate, and 
the yells of the combatants quite tnearthly. 
Tho painters were outnumbered and got 
most severely beaten by the carpenters, 80 
much so that fatal results would probably 
have ensued, had not the police, who by 
this time had been attracted by the noise, 
rushed in to their assistance. They 
came, however, a little too late, as, with 
one exception, the whole of the carpenters 
were able to make themselves scarce ; he 
also would probably have done the same 
had not the thrashing he had received 
prevented him from running ag fast as his 


















































comrades. He was promptly taken to tho 
Police Station and placed under restraint, 
and the tivo painters were removed to the 
Chinese hospital, where their serious inj 
ries were attended to. 

We have again to draw attention to the 
‘yells, shouts, and other noises which ‘aro 
permitted to make night hideous and:pre- 
Yent sleep in some of the ‘streets of the 
settlement. Some time ago, when ‘we 
brought the matter before the Superin- 
tendent of Police, the only consolation 
that gentleman gave us was the assurance 
that he was ‘the greatest sufferer -himsolf. 
But that was cold comfort. We must al- 
together decline to believe -that no mea- 
sures can be taken to-provent the unrea- 
souable disturbances which occur in the 
neighbourhood of this office at, apparently, 
all hours of the night. When wo say dis- 
turbances we do not mean necessarily 
brawls, We refer simply to tho vocifera- 
tions, and shouts, and howls in which the 
Chineso indulge out of sheer wautonness 
as they rush along the streets in jinrick- 
shas, or meet each other on foot.

‘The Coun- 
cil stopped the squeaking of wheelbarrows 
some years-ago, aud thereby earned tho 
thanks of the community. We hope they

Capt. Hurst, of the s.s, Pechili, reports 
having left Foochow at 7.50 a.m. on the 
11th inst, He encountered a heary gale 
and swell from N.E. on account of which 
he anchored at Matsou from 4.30 a.m. to 
5 p.m. on the 12th, and again at Pih Guan 
Harbour at 4.30 am. on the 13th. As 
soon as the weather moderated he proceed- 
ed on and arrived here at 7.45 am. on 
the 16th inst. 

Captain Irvine, of the s.s. Posang, re- 
ports having loft Hongkong at 7 a.m. on

‘The Captain of the Gordon Castle fur- 
nishes the China Mail with the following 
particulars of the typhoon encountered by 

is ship on the 7th instant while ou the 
voyage from Singapore to Hongkong :— 
The ship experienced fair weather until 
Monday, the Gth, when there was every 
indication of an approaching storm, and the 
‘barometer gradually fell till it was apparent 
that there was a typhoon raging in the 
vicinity, ‘The vessel hove to between 1 and 
2a.m,, at which time there was a strong 
gale blowing from the N.\W., at times with 
terriffic gusts, with very slight intervals of 
comparative calm. Sometimes there was 
scarcely any wind. At four o'clock wind 
and weather the same, with shorter inter- 
vals of calm ; high confused sea running, 
and shipping immense bodies of water fore 
and aft. Atsix o'clock the ship was labour- 
ing heavily, and still shipping a large 
amount of water, flooding saloon and Cap- 
tain’s and officers’ rooms, wetting and des- 
troying everything, washing away the aft 
wheel and the brass cap of the aft capstan, 
Resides starting the aft-house and doing 


































































other damage. A davit of one of the boats 
was lifted clean out of its socket, and 
the boat carried away; a second boat was 
completely smashed, and a third rendered 
useless. At 7.20 a.m. put ont sea anchor 
which was formed of the topgallant yard 
with sails and weighted with heavy fre 
bars, Lay to this, with head E. to E.N.E. 
until 10.15 am,, when finding the ship 
was falling'off into the trough of the sea, 
and shipping much water, and being in 
proximity to the Paracel, the Capiain 
ordered the wire hawsers of the soa anchor 
to be cut, and ran to the Southward at full 
speed, with the view of getting out of the 
typhoon, It still continued to blow with 
hurricane force, and tremendous seas were 
shipped ; while this was accompanied by a 
constant and blinding rain. It was so hazy 
tho most of the timo that the Captain and 
officers could not see a ship 

The gale soemed to be at its 
tween 1 and 2 p.m. on tho 7th instant, 
and at three o'clock the lowest reading of 
the barometer (29.30) was taken, At 3.30 
the wind decreased. From-this time the 
barometer continued to rise, and the ship's 
head was kept as near as possible to 
North. At 8 a.m, on the 8th the wind 
and sea had fallen, with the wind backing 
toS.W. The ship encountered a strong 
monsoon after this to within 30 miles of 
Hongkong Tho ship behaved admirably 
all through.

There was a notion that 
the great rivers of the Two Kuang, the 
West and North rivers, might under some 
‘more intelligent rule be opened to Chinese 
traders, and be navigated by steamers of 
Chinese ownership. ‘The introduction of 
steam on these two great rivers would 
bring enormous benefits to Canton ; but it 
is understood that so much opposition 
wouid be offered that time would be lost 
in pressing forward the necessary schemes. 

‘The same paper has the following con- 
cerning the two large fires which occurred 
in Canton last week, and the condition of 
affairs in that city :—‘ We are sorry to 
learn that the city of Canton was, when 
the Powan left Shamien at five o’clock last 
night (9th instant), again in trouble, as a 
new fire broke out about 4.30 p.m., and 
before the Powan reached Whampoa, it 
could be seen that the flames were high, 
and that the long lino of conflagration 
was extending, By the fires of the 7th and 
8th, in three districts about 1,000 houses 
were destroyed, and many lives have been 
is said that in one blind alley 30 
people were burnt to death. There is 
Teason to fear that the loss of life will be 
cousiderable. Tho long drought of the 
summer and the recent prevalence of north 
winds have no doubt dried the wood-work 
houses, so that fire spreads quickly when 
ouceithasstarted, There are, however, some 
grounds for believing that the fires have been. 
raised by incendiaries for purposes of rob- 
bery. ‘The state of Canton is by no means 
quiet just now. The provinces are aufforing 
from the long drought, and the trade of the 
capital is adversely affected in many ways, 
u consequence.

A Marine Court of Enquiry was held at 
‘Hongkong on tho 14th instant on the loss 
of the steamer Paladin when on a voyage 
from Saigon to the colony. After examining 
the master and two mates, the Court 
found that the master had not shown 
“that care and attention in the navigation 
of his ship that he should have done, and 
that the loss of the ship is due to the 
imprudent course the ship was steered after 
3 p.m, of the 12th October last.” At that 
time thesteamer wasin a hurricane and from 
steering N. } W. the course was changed 
to N. at 8.30 p.m. and the vossel struck 
on the Paracels at 4.25 a.m. ‘The master's 
certificate was suspended for four months.

‘Tas well-worn phrase, “ Happy aro the 
people whose annals are dail,” cannot 
in any sense be applied to literary or 
scientific sovieties, Liveliness and ac- 
tivity aro-of-the very essence of their 
Being, aud anything approaching dal. 
ness moans failure. if uot. impending 
dissolution. The body hitherto kaown 
as the North China Branch of the. 
Royal Asiatic Society may servo-as an 
example, of this theory. There is no 
denying that for many yoars it bas been 
in @ very. comatose condition. Not, 
wo believe, because of any intellectual 
indolenoe ou the part of the officers, ao 
much as from lack of support on the part 
of the public, People have complained 
of tho mortal prosiuess of its meetings, 
and: have sometimes even stigmatised 
tho researches of its membora as vorg- 
ing upon the. Piokwickian. Attond- 
ance, thorofore fell off, aud all vitality 
seemed to be at.an end. Now, how- 
ever, wo are pleased to recognise the 
putting forth, of fresh. efforts on 
part of the office-bearers to establish 
tho Society on a more favourable basis, 
‘The change from “North China” to 
“Chiua” Branch would not have been 
proposed: or made without somo rea- 
son, and the reason we take to be 











parte of. the Empire to contribute to- 
wards its Journal, It must uot be 
forgotten that as a vehicle for purvey- 
ing scientific and literary information 
connestod with China, to the intelligent 
public, the local branch: of the Royal 
Asiatic Society has several formidable 
compotitors.

It is 
ology. therefore that the Royal Asiatic 
Society. bas. not lind the field entirely 
to itsolf. Au attompt was made some 
months ago to establish an offshoot 
of tho Society at Peking. It failed, 
howover, and the Shanghai Branch 
will no doubt. reap the. benefit, The 
office-benrers: are now making signal 
and praisoworthy efforts to extend 
its sphore of usefulness, and we take 
tho. opportunity to. urge. the public 
to-give what help they cau. If we 
may judge by the picturesque and 
popularly-writton paper by M. Camille 
Tmbault-Huart upon, Soochow, which 

















was read at the last meeting, it seems 
that the Committee have wisely re- 
solved upon taking a now departure. 
Thoro is nothing very deep or very 
scientific in the paper we refer to, but 
it has the merit of embodying a con- 
siderable amount of usefal and instruc- 
information in a very pleasing form. 
Even those who take a pride in know-

It is sure, at-any rate, to be fall of 
new information drawn from ori, 
sources, and the result of conscioutious 
and independent research, We trust 
that tho appeal for support and help 
recently made by the members of Com. 
mittee will notbeallowed to fall unheeded 
tothe ground, We are sure that many 
of those who never dream of contri! 
ting a paper to the Society’s meetings 
are really able to do so, though they 
may not bo aware of the fact, It is 
quite possible for a man to have even 
a large supply of information stowed 
away somewhere in his brain, which 
ho has picked of natural 
observation since his arrival in China, 
information of which perlinps he is 
himself unconscious, simply because it 
has never ocourred to him hitherto to 
put it into shape for the beuofit of 
other people. And there are oth 
too, who have a distinct hobby, w 
they have ridden with the regularity 
of a jockey training a dark horse for 
the races, Somo ‘go in’ for botany, 
others for entomology; somo again 
devote themselves to some special pro- 
vince of the literature or the language, 
or to topographical explorations, or to 
studying the relics of antiquity which 
are to be found oven in the neighbour. 
hood of Shanghai, or to any of the 
thousand-and-one subjects of curiosity 
id interest which are embraced in the 
succinct phrase ‘China and the Chi- 
nese’ There are many people who are 
possessed of knowledge which others 
would bo only too glad to have im- 
parted to them, and which they in their 
turn would willingly pay for by the 
exchange of what they themselves 
poss The intellectual indolence 
of which we complain is by no means 

ily an indication of intellectual 
poverty, and it is a pity that whon 
there is a good mine, well stored with 
mental resources, it shonld be loft un- 
worked.

This was nothing less than the inclu- 
sion of the settlement north of the 
Soochow Creek under the same govern- 





ment as our own, It was vehemently 
opposed on the ground that we should 
thereby burden ourselves with a useless 
and unproductive responsibility which 
would prove a serious annual oxpense, 
and a formal protest was drawn up 
against it, signed by some of the most 
infloential resideuts upon tho English 
settlement. As we know, however, all 
objections were over-raled, aud the 
dangerous proposal was adopted. .In 
those days it must be confessed that 
Hongkew was a very anpromising field 
for municipal operations, Grogshops, 
disreputable shanties, acres of unsightly 
common, and the lowest type of rowdios 
formed the common objects of the land- 
scape. It was dangerous for respectable 
porsons to walk therealoneat night. The 
place was regarded with a mixture of 
aversion and contempt by the wealthy 
dwellers on the other side of the Creek, 
No good thing could come out of 
Nazaroth, at any rato in the shape of 
au addition to the revonnes; nor was 
it thought possible that Hongkew would 
ever-contribute anything worth spoak. 
ing of to the commercial prosperity of 
Shanghai, 

Tho condition of the American por- 
tion of our settloment to-day, therefore, 
is enleulated to cause the former pro. 
pets of ill to confess their shortness 
of sight. Hongkew is rapidly becom. 
ing the groat shipping ond manu. 
facturing suburb of the placo, and a 
formidable rival, not so much to the 
English sottlement, which can scarcely 
bo said to compete with it on its own 
ground, but to the Freuch concession. 
Half the shipping of Shanghai is 
becoming concentrated in Hougkow. 
Tt is reasonable to expect that tho 
magnificent development of wharfage 
accommodation now progressing on 
the French bund under the auspices 
of the Cliina Merolante’ Steam Naviga. 
tion Co. will in course of time lead to 
@ corresponding amount of enterprise 
being expended on what already exists 
in the American town, and that the 
natural aud friendly emulation which 
exists between the two will result in 
fresh commercial facilities for the 
public good. Tho English settlement 
is to the American vory much what 
tho environs of tho Royal Exchange 
are to Blackwall, Limehouse, and Ber- 
mondsey. Here we transact tho busi- 
ness of the port in buying and selling 
and banking, and the costliness of the 
establishments which line the Band 
are a sufficient proof of the Inorative 
nature of the transactions therein 
despatched.” In Hongkew wo havo 
tho machinery for carrying ont our 
commercial undertakings, aud its im. 
portance in this respect oan scarcely 
be over-estimated. Factories, too, are 
growing up apace, and the shriek of 
the steam-whistle, inconvenient-as it is 
to dwellers in the neighbourhood, tolls 
its own tale of prosperous and busy life, 
All this advancement has .of course 
brought with it similar improvement 
in atreets and dwellings. The Yang- 
tsze-poo Road is fast becoming lined 
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with country residences ; and the cheer- 
fulness of the river which it overlooks, 
with. its. perpetual traffic and constant 
passing and repassing of five ships, 
cause this neighbourhood to compare 
most favourably with the road to the 
Babbling Well; which is tame, and-fist, 
aud’ spoilt by overladen traps from 
Maloo stables. There can be uo doubt 
that in the course of a few years tho 
road.to.Yang-teze-poo will develop into 
a handsome and flourishing country 
suburb ; indeed its only. drawback lies 
in the necessity of passing through a 
fow crowded strecta to get to it, but 
this once over, the brightness and 
prottiness. of the neighbourhood well 
repays tho not very pleasant dr 
Already, too, Hongkew itself is try- 
ing to become ornamental. Villas and 
terraces have increased so rapidly that 
to one who has been absent from. 
Shanghai for a comparatively short 
time.it-almost seoms as though Alad- 
din's lamp ‘bad been undergoing a 

of polishing, and as fast as they 
built they become tenauted. Some 
of.the new neighbourhoods thus formed 
aro, of course, rather distressingly now, 
and have all the rawness about thom 
ingoparable from a transition state, In 
ton. years’ time, however, we predict 
that Hongkew will have developed into 
fa large and very importaut suburb, and 
it is very possible that with farthor 
improvements will attract even a con- 
siderable number of residents from the 
English side, All this will of course 
bring with it increased demauds from 
the inhabitants, who with all their com. 
forla are still a good way removed from 
the contro of administration, We uuder- 
stand that,next year Hongkew is likely 
to.hnve a branch post-office, and this 
step we believe to be no more than 
necessary. hor developments of 
I facilities will become needful 
as. timo, goes on, and hero there is 
nothing to excite tho alarm or jealousy 
of their South-creck neighbours, seeing 
that the prosperity of Hongkew has 
boon sufficiently proved to be closely 
allied to, if not inseparable from, the 
prosperity of Shanghai at large. The 
Tovenues wo receive from Hongkow 
constitute a satisfactory return for the 
money that is spent upon it, and we 
do not believe that avy well-regulated 
expenditure of Municipal funds in im- 
proving the shipping aud manufactur. 
ing suburb of Shanghai will be found 
to have beon thrown away. 
































MANUFACTURES IN JAPAN. 
Tae progress made by. Far Eastern 
nations in the sciences and industries 
of the West deserves the encouragement 
of-all wol ers to both Chiua and 
and every indication of a move 
in auch directions should be frankly 
welcomed, We are sure that no for- 
eigner of broad and catholic views 
would feel jealous of any effort put 
forth by the Chinese to establish manu- 
factories in the interior of their country, 
even if the step in question were to 











have a temporarily prejadicial effect 
upou some department of the foreign 
import trade. The. most we have a 
right to do is to take a firm stand 
against any attempt to monopolise an 
industry or interfere with the under- 
takings of those who have already 
commenced its pursuit; but this right 
is of the last importance, and cannot 
be too rigorously insisted on. The 
Chinese have made several attempts to 
establish industriesand manufactures on 
foreign principles, and so long as they do 
not seek to interfere with the liberty 
of foreigners we can congratulate them 
on their enterprise and wish them all 
success. We see by our Yokohama 
contemporaries that the Japanese are 
now beginning to turn their thoughts in 
imilar direction. The Japan Gazette 
tolls us that the efforts hitherto made 
by native entrepreneurs have not proved 
very successfal. Inexperience and the 
want of sufficient capital have combined 
to prevent the undertakings of the 
Japanese in working yarn-factories 
from prospering ; besides which, the 
proprietors have beon obliged to trust 
too much to the importation from a- 
broad of their raw material, and this has 
proved a very serious difficulty in their 
way. A more energetic effort, how- 
now about to be put forth, and 

is making propara- 
ing of 
cloth with the spinning of yarn, For 
the particulars of the enterprise wo 
aro indebted to onr contemporary. 
The promoters are a Mr, Kato Kuro 
and Mr. Ogura Manjiro, and their 
establishment is to comprise’ 10,000 
spindles and a weaving machine, 
the latter having been already ordered 
from England. ‘The capital of the 
concern is pnt down at 350,000 yen. 
Much assistance has been rendered to 
the scheme by three of the Jwazoku, 
who have succeeded in obtaining the 
necessary consent for starting it from 
the Governor of Kioto Fa. “This,” 
adds the Gazette, to be the fi 
company to attempt the weavin, 
industry by machivery ; and the worke 
are to be entrusted to the management 
of Mr. Kumagoye, who has undergone 
course of iustraction in spinning and 
weaving at Messrs, Freemantle’s mills 
in Manchester, and a weaving-factory 
in Blackburn.” There are of course 
many difficulties in. the way, and of 
these the principal perhaps are con- 
nected with the supply of raw material. 
‘The available amount of native fine- 
staple cotton will apparently have to 
be supplemented by the import of raw 
cotton from abroad, and the serious 
fluctuations in the market price of the 
latter are likely enough to embarrass 
the promoters from time to time.

that their object in starting the manu- 
factory is two-fold: first, to afford. a 
means of livelihood to the shizoku, or 
gentry, and secondly to. injure the 
import trade with foreign conutries, 
This has o ring about it’unpleasantly, 
suggestive of Obinese policy. ‘The legi- 
timate objects of a manufactory. aro; 
we take it, to supply a want and atthe 
same time brig iu a reasonable profit 
to the promoters, If these two things 
are held in view, and the working of 
the factory oarried on accordingly, 
there ia 8 prima facie probability that 
the concern will pay. Logitimate on. 
terprises promoted by legitimate means 
may be legitimately expected to prove 
successful. But if once a principle be 
admitted which from a commercial 
standpoint may be. regardod as illicit, 
the plan of working into which the pro- 
moters will be betrayed cannot bo.sach 
as to produce sucosssfal results, This 
we take to be sound doctrine. A bank 
which should be established with the 
prime object of giving employment to 
a number of disbanded ensigns, and 
in the hope of ruining other banks 
that are worked by experienced ac- 
countants, would not start on its career 
under very favourable auspices, That 
seems to be the principle whioh actuates 
the promoters of this Japanose spin- 
ning and weaving company, and if 
they carry it on accordingly thoy aro. 
not very likely to succeed in the second 
object attributed to them—tho chock. 
ing of the importation of cotton manu- 
factures from abroad. The movement 
by which tho “ox-retainors of potty 
military chieftains” are to bo suddenly, 
set down to the laborious and intri- 
cate work of spiuning cotton, is 
characteristic toa certain extent of the 
social and political revolution which

(FROM OUR OWN LORKESPONDEST. 
‘The fuods of last July and August did 
imimense damage—more than cau ever be 
known. Hon land, crops and human 
lifo all suffered and are still suffering. At 
‘the presont time, north of the river and not 
far from this city, hundred and thousands of 
Chinese acres are more or less submerged. 
The oficial road from this place to 
Wu-ting Fu is in places absolutely im- 
passable, Only last Weeks I travelled over 











‘a narrow piece of raised land ; on the one 
side, the muddy swollen waters of the 
‘Huang Ho, on the other, an immense sheet 
of shallow water, for miles and miles cover- 
ing a rich and thickly settled farming coun- 
try. Though the banks of the Yellow River 
are still well filled, the waters have fallen 
considerably, butthedangerhasbynomeans 
passed. It seems to me that the water of 
two rs must be in this oue bed. The 
wearing away of the land has been terrible. 
The high embankments in some places 
have been undermined and carried away, 
leaving the low lands at the mercy of the 
flood. Small boats may now be where 
Inst May were only the plough and the 
barrow. 

Did it ever occur to some of your readers 
connected with shipping, and interested in 
the opening up of the interior, that at such 
times ordinary-sized river steamers could 
easily cross the Bar and ascend the Yellow 
long distance? At the present 
‘Hoh (40 li west) may be seen 
large sea-going junks, loading with cotton, 
wheat, &c. The authorities are trying to 
do what they can to bank up the river 
where the break has been most serious. 
Large numbers of men-are at work night 
and day. 

So much silver was put on the market 
some two weeks ago for which “cash” was 
demauded that the price of silver went 
down almost to the rates of the famine 
peat, and copper cash, on account of tl 

‘roads, was actually more in demand 
than silver. ‘The aututnn crops are gene- 
rally very good, and the people are pl 
ning for the future. Theatres are very 
common, especially near the river. Sup- 
plications for relief are offered to the river 
and other gods because the water has 
come, aud in other places, within sight 
and sound, thanksgivings ete. because it 
has not come ; but both are utterly pow 
less to remove or to prevent.

Ou the first of November Viadivostock 
woke up to find itself in winter dress, from 
a heavy fall of suow which occurred during 
thenight. Thanks, however, tothesoutherly 
winds and rain which followed, Jack Frost 
has been beaten back for a time and taken 
his white coat along with him. But still 
there is no mistaking that we must prepare 
to receive our old enemy, the ovld ; and 
all our weapons, consisting of double 
windows, furs, ficowood etc., etc. have 
already. been looked up from their several 
strongholds. Game, it seems, will be 
plentiful this year, specially pheasants, of 
which many a good bag has been brought 
home by our local sportsmen.

All the robbers wero 
brought to Vladivostok, aud the man 
wounded through the neck by a shot from 
& Russian soldier vas taken to the hospi 
tal, where he was cared for. A short time 
ago, when the fellow was nearly recovered, 
he was taken out for an airing, escorted 
by a guard with fixed bayonets and charged 
guns. ‘The convalescent was dressed in 
the hospital garb, consisting of a long gray 
cloale; aud on the way he suddenly turned 
Found upon the gallant soldier, throw his 
Cloak over his head, and, twisting itround, 
made it securely fast. After accomplishin; 
this feat he made himself scarco au 
has not been heard of since, uotwith- 
standing the earnest enquiries of anxious 
friends. It seems the fellow is a robber of 
some notoriety, as a reward of 2,000 tacls 
the honour bestowed on his head by the 
Chinese authorities. 

With Buropean news we are at present 
well furnished by a new company,—the 
Northern Telegraph A: a Kind of 
Russian Reuter. It supplies every day 
etireen 200 and 400 words, The news is of 
course very much sifted through the censor- 
skip, and comes mostly from Russia herself, 
but atill it is not uninteresting to receive 
homo advices in such a quantity every day. 
These telegrams have brought good deal 
of information about awiudling and the 
red tapery abuses ao common in Russia, 
which formerly were kept very dark, eveit 
if they were discovered at all; but now 
they seem to be sought out with great 
assiduity aud punished severely. ‘To hang 
up the small thieves and let the great on 
run is a state of affairs not found in Ri 
alone, but it seems now that the now 
government is determined to treat the 
great and small ones alike, at least accord- 
ing to their deserts. he latest case is 
quite a curiosity, A ring makes a contract 
to supply a certain amount of firewood to 
the Government at a price which not even 
the members of the ring would call low 5 
they cut the wood in the Government's own 
forets, without poying anything for i, ab 
least not to the Government,—for how the 
pockets of the civil officers, whoso duty it 
tras to protect the forest, were lined, will 
ouly later be known, Of the rest of the 
news brought us from this soureo which 
might have interest for your renders I 
give the following :-Winter is alroad 
pretty severe in Russia proper, but Irkutsl 
bu the contrary seems to have enjoyed a 
very mild autumn, In Petersburgh they 
had—9 Réaumur, while Irkutele could 
show +15°. The Volya had been frozen up 
‘and 200 river-steamers hindered in roach 
ig their destinations with their several 
cargoes of cereals, av that much anxioty 
twas felt about subsequent lack of supply 

Further advices however 
‘Volya hias again broken up, 
it succeeded in reaching 
theie destinations, ‘The Teausit-trade over 
the Caucasus aud the ports of Poli and 
Batoum from Central Asia, which has 
hitherto beon free, will now have to pay 
duty. Thisduty, besides several other minor 
taxes, lias been put in force on account of 
the peasants aud poorer classes having 
been relieved from the proportionately 
heavy taxes they formerly had to pay.

‘Wo havo had quite a series of catas- 
trophes since last I wrote you. Ou Sunday 
three houses destroyed by fire in Taiping- 
shan; Monday, a boiler-explosion, the 
atoam-lauuch Feilung blowing up aud Killing 
five Chinese ; Tuosday morning early one 
of the houses burned two days ‘before col- 
Inpsed, and tho falling walls made a wreck 
of the adjoining house, killing s 
Chinese and injuring many more. 
strange that the explosion of tl 
did not damage the crowds of Chin 
in the immediate vicinity ; for the boiler of 
the launch went under the Canton steam- 
boat wharf, the funnel flew over the roofs 
of the honses on the Praya, and has not 
beon heard from since, while the greater 
part of the launch was carried opposite 
the Harbour-master’s office and sunk about 
one hundred yards from the shore. 

Somo complaint was made on the ocea- 
sion of the fire last Sunday. It seems that 
fifteon minutes elapsed betwoon the time 
of the alarm and the arrival of the first 
engine on the spot. ‘The delay was ex- 
plained by tho inability to collect sufficient 
amen to pull the heavy engines along. At 

rato, proper precatitions should be 
taken to prevent the recurrence of euch 
a delay, for a firo in Hongkong can 
assumo great dimensions in a quarter of 
an hour, Thon the authorities have cer- 
tainly boon at fault in not seeing that 
the walls of the burned houses wore 
in a vory dangerous condition. ‘The 
accident which happened yesterday morn- 
ing could have been ly avoided, if 
prompt steps had been taken for the d 
molition of the ruined wal As it 
8 considerable destruction of property, if 
not of uman lif, is still imminent, unloss 
the houses are speedily razed.

‘The recout Gres in Hongkong and Canton 
have disclosed an alarming spirit of incen- 
diarism provalent among the lower classes 


of Chinese. In Canton the discontent of 
the people has risen to a very high.pitch ; 
trade is very poor, the Government officials 
even more than usually rapacious, and the 
heavy taxes on import goods are a cause 
of universal dissatisfaction. Then the 
harvest promies to be exceptionally poor, 
the ears of grain are small, aud tho quality 
of the little rice harvested will be very 
inferior. The long-continued drought has 
completely dispirited the petty farmers 
around Canton, and what this, and with 
spread dissatisfaction within the 
we may look for frequent out- 
‘ho unruly spirits. Unfortuuately, 
the tastes of the desperadoes seem to 
run in favour of setting afoot whole- 
sale conflagrations, with the soothing pros- 
pect of uulimited loot. The loss of per- 
sonal property, nay of humau life, matters 
little to them ; at all times ready for acts 
of violence, the rapacity of the officials, 
tho falling-off of trade, and the scanty 
harvest have given ample excuse for theic 
recent deeds. Not that I pity those des- 
perate characters who are at all times 
eager to sow dissension and discord among 
the masses, but the great body of the 
people who listen to their counsels,— 
conscious of suffering heavy wrongs at 
the hands of those who should protect 
them,—calls for my ready sympathy.

of the flotilla, but po 
he occasioual shipment 
‘of confiscated goods and opium.” 
this assertion does not refer to 
auy shipment of confiscated articles ; it 
is a shameful fact that the very vessols 
engaged to prevent the illegal introduction 
of untaxed goods are the very worst smug- 
glers of all. Through a singular train of 
circumstances flagrant instances of this 
kind have been brought to my notice, and 
Lam ion to stale most positively 
that smuggling is done en gros by nearly 
every vessel of this bockade flest. More, 
the confiscated goods are only in part 
delivered up, and the frauds on the Goy- 
ernment are endless. 

‘We can easily trace the cause of all this. 
After the uafortunate Page case (in which 
one of our barristers made a very poor 
figure) it was practically impossible for a 
European to command a revenue cruiser, 
for his only duly was render difficult 











































by conflicting instructions and tl 
in the ,e case that his continuance in 
office would have been a complete farce. 
The fow European commanders, in conse- 
quence, retired, and the vessels were placed 
in the hands of Chinese who were for the 


most ignorant of the practical details of 
their duty, and one and all creatures of 
unscrupulous officials. What could be the 
only natural result of such a step? To 
pretend ignorance of tho utter inability 
‘and corrupt nature of the present com- 
manders is worse than folly. In Hong- 
kong, again, the blockade system is sup: 
ported by “most aggressive and notorious 
combination of certain men, well known 
to the authorities as mischievous, disreput- 
able, and thoroughly bad.” Can the China 
Mail, or any other paper, really suppose 
that guch men could possibly uphold the 
letter of the law without being conta- 
minated by, and actively engaged in, the 
very evils they ostensibly endeavor to sup- 
press? Tt is the old tale of ‘set a thief to 
catch a thiof,’—and the booty to the finder. 
“Modesty and moderation” jertainly 
not the prominent characteristics of this 
corrupt boily of Chinese, any more than 
they are the inherent qualities of the sys 
tem they support. 

It is greatly to be regrotted that tho 
authorities of Hongkong are not aware of 
the inconsistency of allowing the gun- 
vessels to carry on the blockade in Hong- 
kong waters. The port has ceased to be 
freo all at once, and is on a par with every 
Chinese port along the coast. No troaty 
article can uphold, or even countenance, 
this direct infraction of the laws of a fro 

ort, and the mon who have brought the 
Biockade into our waters ahould be treated 
‘as unwelcome and unwholesome guests. 
It is a decisive infringomont of the liberty 
of the port of Hongkong, and cau only 
continue if our authorities choose to be 
unwarrantably blind.

general complaint, and the Memorialist, 
on arriving at his port, found, on loo 
into the matter, that only in two districts 
had the alleged reduction of one-fifth taken 
place, while in tho rest the foes had boon 
reduced only one-tenth or one-twentiet 
which, considering the increase in tho 
weight and touch of the silver required, 
was really an addition to the burden.

_ A Ournese, 
Shanghai, 15th Nov, 
AUTHORITY IN RELIGION,

Religious controversy, we are told, is to 
becoms a controversy “between absolute 
materialism and Catholicism,” and this on 
the ground that the Roman Catholic 
Chureh claims to have an anthority of 
interpretation the lack of whicl renders all 
Protestant claims absurd. But, it is a 
pertinent question, do the Protestants lack 
this? It is easy to make merry over an 
infallible Bible without an infallible inter- 
pretation, and such criticism may have 
weight as against some ; but are these some 
the only Protestants existing or possible? 
‘Tho Reviewer, kindly forgetting the differ- 
ences amoung Protestants, appears to assume

that they have agreed to believe that the 
“Sapreme Being who for ages had spoken 
to men by direct communication, or by 
ministers and prophets having a special

PROCLAMATION BY THE AUTHORITIES,

The soldiers, however, under the 
influence of groundless reports, belioved 
that capital punishment was going to be 
inflicted upon the ones surrendered to 
law ; 80 ou the eve of the 9th moon 18th 
day a crowd of gathered and prayed 
for mercy and the release of their comrad 
‘Tho soldiers were still under apprehen 
and we accordingly had proclamations 
posted: to. notify them. But lately a 
rumour went about that we the Go- 
vernor-General aud Governor had sent 
for soldiers of other provinces to quell the 
idiers stationed here, aud also that the 
soldiers on receiving the intelligence of 
an army approaching were about to co- 
operate aud raise a sedition. In conso- 
quence of such rumours tho hearts of the 
people trembled and began to fill with 
fear. This is something to be heartily 
detest Taking everything into con- 
sideration, it is uot likely that the 
soldiera who have been fed by the 
benevolent Government and who have 
families (will do auything unpatriotic or 
rash.) I, the Governor-General, though tak- 
ing my office but a short time ago, have 
been kuown to control the soldiers with 
both love aud discipline, aud that is some- 
thing manifest to all. I, the Governor, 
having filled my official capacity for the 
last three years, have always treated the 
soldiers with sincerity and moved them 
(to obedieuce) by virtue, aud that too 
is fully known to the public. On the 
night of the 18th several soldiers went 
out of their respective camps for the 
purpose of. begging leniency for their 
comrades, aud the ones who uoised and 
crowded were the atreet loafers, vagrants 
and blackguards ; they wished to raise a 








































riot, and during the.gonfusion to rob aud 
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plunder, It is our duty to clear the 
soldiers from such charges and to exonerate 
them, Now the soldiers are quiet, as they 
always aro, and the officers of that camp 
again and again ask us to look lightly on 
their offences, nor do we desire to satisfy 
justice to satiety (but tolet the matterdrop.) 

‘he blackgaards, loafers, ote., etc., seeing 
no other way of carrying out their schemes 
for plunder and robbery, manufacture 
these baseless rumours of soldiers being 
sent for from other provinces for the pur- 
pose of frightening our soldiers ; and of 
the soldiers being about to riso in sedition, 
for the sake of scaring the populace ; so 
that ultimately both the soldiery and 

eople will fall into their snare. Such 

iastardly villains ought to suffor decapita- 
tion according to law. ‘The officers of the 
city both civil and military are command- 
ed to take storn measures in bringing to 
justice all tho blackguards who promul- 

ated thee rumours, You, soldiers and 
inhabitants, must remember that. soldiers 
are kept to protect the people, and soldiers 
aro also mado out of citizens; therefore 
they ought to sympathiso with each other 
‘as if they were of the same parents. How 
can you think that without the slightest 
sign. of disturbauco we would sond for 
soldiers to make havoc the capital of 
the province? Read this proclamation ! 
Soldiers, go back to your companies ! Ci 
zens, return to your houses! Listen not to 
rumours, and do not fear !

‘Tho blackguards are accustomed to 
manufacture rumours so that they may 
derive benefit from them. For things that
